Paris Trembles at the Name 
of Ravachol, 


All Afraid to Serve on the Jury at 
His Coming’ Trial. 


The Anarchist Leader Thinks Revo- 
lution a Failure. 


Other Foreign News—A Remarkable Pas- 
toral Issued by French Bishops— 
Deeming Said by Experts to 
Be Shamming Insanity. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

Paris, April 17,—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Persons on the jury list 
likely to be empanelled for the Rava- 
chol case are panic stricken and seeking 
pretexts to avoid serving. 

An infernal machine, filled with pow- 
der, eighty cartridges and a quantity of 
scrap iron, with a burning fuse at- 
tached, was found in an electric light- 
ing shed of the Compagnee du Nord at 
Lille today. 

In an interview with his brother today 
Ravachol said: ‘lam neither visionary 
nora firebrand. I wished to feel the 
pulse of the revolutionary movement. 
To be candid, I find it does not beat. If 
it did my example would be followed by 
others. Instead of this, they call me a 
criminal. I have written my memoirs, 
covering my whole life. Let me be 
judged by these.”’ 


CHURCH AND STATE. 


A Remarkable Pastoral Issued by Bishops 
in France. 

Paris, April 17.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A pastoral letter from 
the archbishop and bishops of the prov- 
ince of Nimes was read in the churches 
ofthat province today. Referring to 
the Pope’s recent encyclical the pasto- 
ral says: | 

Some good Catholics were shocked to find 
His Holiness enjoining the faithful to ac- 
cept the republic. The attitude of the 
Holy See solely implied respect for and def- 
erence tothe powers that be. The Pope 
expressly declares that respect shall be ob- 
served only solomg asis required by the 
exigencies of the common weal. The ge 
of submission ceases when the right to 
command it ceases. 

Regarding the concordat the pastoral 
says: 

It is the duty of Catholics to speak, write 
aad act against laws that strike at the 
behests 1nd int‘: sts«f the faith. They 
will most effectively fulfill this duty by 
electing men who respect religion. ‘ 

Regarding education the pastoral de- 
clares that religion has been suppressed 
and practical atheism has taken its 
place, destroying faith and morality. 


Chile’s Cabinet May Resign. 

New York, April 17.—The Herald's 
Santiago (Chile) correspondent says: 
‘Upon tomorrow’s decision of the Com- 
mission of Conservatives depends the 
fate of the new cabinet. If the com- 
mission reports adversely, the cabinet 
will resign in a body. Everything 
points to the triumph of the ministry, 
however. Rumors of alliances of Bal- 
macedists and conservatives are being 
circulated all over Santiago. The gov- 
ernment is adopting a vigorous policy 
of retrenchment.’’ 


Continued Disturbances in Brazil. 

Rro Janeiro, April 17.—Presicent 
Piexotto is sending two expeditions to 
put down the insurrection in the state 
of Matto Garsso, which have now as- 
sumed such serious proportions as to 
frighten the authorities. It is expected 
that the land and sea forces will com- 
bine for an attack on Cuyaba. It will 
take from ten to twelve days for them 
to reach their destination. 


The Khedive's Way Made Smooth. 

Carro, April 17.—The differences be- 
tween the Khedive and Moukhtar 
Pasha, the Turkish representative, 
have been arranged. Moukhtar Pasha 
will remain here. Ryoub Pasha, who 
brought from the Sultan the firman of 
investiture for the Khedive, has started 
on his return for Constantinople. 


Killed by a Grenade. 

Berurn, April 17.—On Saturday two 
men discovered a grenade, and as they 
were unable to carry it home they tried 
to smash it witha hammer. One man 
was blown to pieces and the other was 
fatally injured. 


May Day Demonstrations Given Up. 
Paris, April 17.—It has been decided 
not to make a labor demonstration in 
Paris on May Day in order to avoid giv- 
ing the police an excuse fora conflict 
with the workingmen. 


Deeming Shamming Insanity. 
April 17.—Members of 
the medical board appointed to examine 
the mental condition of Deeming, ex- 
press the opinion that he is shamming 
insanity. 3 


‘Result of Snowstorms. 

Lonpon, April 17.—Communication 
with the continent is still interrupted 
as a result of the snowstorms on Satur- 
day. 

Ex-Senator Evarts Becoming Blind. 

New York, April 17.—Sherman 
Evarts, son of ex-Senator William M. 
Evarts, announced tonight that his 
father’s eyesight is failing and oculists 
said he will become totally blind in 
time. 


Death of a Prison-keeper. 
Avpurn (N. Y.,) April 17.—Maj. Will- 
iam H. Boyle, who has been principal 
keeper of the Auburn prison for the 
past sixteen years, died of pneumonia 
this morning, aged 538. 


Iron Mills to Resume. 


Reapineo (Pa.,) April 17.—The Read- | 


ing Iron Works's mill and. puddling de- 
partment will resume tomorrow, fur- 
nishing employment for 200 men. 


Mrs. Harrison’s Llilness,

TRIED TO DIE TOGETHER. 


Two Germans in Chicago Attempt Suicide 
by Agreement. 

Curcaco, April 17.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Casper Case] and William 
Spania, two German laborers, entered 
into an agreement on Saturday to com- 
mit suicice. As proof of their serious 
intention Casel’s dead body now lies in 
the morgue, he having been found in 
bed with a bullet hole in his right tem- 
ple anda revolver in his hand; and 
Spania is suffering from a wound 
inflicted in an unsuccessful attempt 
to cut his throat. When taken 
to the station he begged the officers to 
shoot him. He said he had trouble with 
his wife and Casel was depressed over 
the death of his father and they made a 
solemn agreement to commit suicide to- 
gether. They bought a revolver and 
arranged that Casel should shoot Spania 
and then kill himself. Afterward it 
was decided that each should take his 
own life. Spania will probably recover. 


. YOUNG’S DISMISSAL, 


Said to Have Been a Scape-goat for a 
Leaky Senator. 

New York, April 17.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| * According to a Wash- 
ington correspondent in the case of 
James Rankin Young, recently dis- 
missed from the position of Executive 
Clerk of the Senate, it has transpired 
that he was charged with betraying the 
secrets of the executve sessions over 
the Bering Sea matter. Young 
was not in the chamber at the 
time the matter was considered, but 
came in shortly after. The disclosure 
was made by a member of the Senate, 
who sent a memorandum to a newspa- 
per man. When Young was accused 
the correspondent proffered him the 
envelopes upon which the memoraudum 
was written with which to defend him- 
self. -Young declined to take the en- 
velopes or use the evidence.

BENT ON REVENGE. 


The Situation Continues Alarming in 
Wyoming. 


~ 


Ranchmen Arming for an Attempt to 
Take the Captive Cattlemen from 
the Troops and Mete Out 
Sammary Justice. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHEYENNE (Wvo.,) April 17,—[By the 
Associated Press.| Great anxiety is 
felt here by friends of the imprisoned 
stockmen and by the State authorities 
o¥er the situation in Johnson county. 
The orders of Gov. Barber directing the 
captured stockmen at Fart McKinney 
to be brought to Donglas and the order 
of Sheriff Angus to turn over the four 
prisoners he holds to the military au- 
thorities have served to arouse intense 
excitement throughout Northern Wy- 
oming. The small ranchmen believe 
the invaders are to be spirited out of 
reach of the county authorities and by 
some legal juggling to escape trial or 
punishment for killing Ray and Cham- 
pion. The Governor disclaims any at- 


‘tention of aiding the prisoners to es- 


cape punishment and sdys that they 
will be turned over to the civil author- 
ities as soon as the adequate protection 
due all prisoners can be given. 

The wires have been down since the 
orders to have the prisoners brought to 
Douglas were sent and word of the 
Governor's intention to ultimately turn 
the prisoners over to the civil author- 
ities has not reached northern 
Wyoming, and the latest informa- 
tion from there is that the ranch- 
men are arming and congregating 
at Buffalo with the evident in- 
tention of preventing the prisoners 
from being taken out of the county. 
If they can be convinced that the stock- 
men will be dealt with according to 
law, itis generally believed they will 
disperse to their homes and no violence 
will be offered the .captives. If they 
become convinced that the stockmen 
are to escape legal punishment, serious 
trouble is probable and will result in 
the county being placed undcr martial 
law. 


Women and the World's Fair. 
Cuicaco, April 17.—Mrs. Charlotte 
Smith, president of the Women’s 


National Industrial League of America, 
in an address before the Waverly Hall 
Socialists today, attacked the World's 
Fair management in general and the 
Board of Lady Managers in particular, 
complaining that working-women are 
not represented onthe board and plead- 
ing for the recognition of white women, 
red women and black women, and 
protesting against further loans 
or appropriations for the Exposition un- 
less there be a woman's industrial de- 
partment, colored woman’s depart- 
ment; that working-women be recog- 
nized on the Board “of Lady Managers; 


that working.classes be better repre-, 


sented; that better wages be paid la- 
borers on buildings and grounds, and 
that a broader policy in sectarian mat- 
ters be followed. 


A Young Woman's Sad Fate. 

New York, April 17.—Annie Hauck- 
hausen, aged 20. said to be a daughter 
of George Hauckhausen of Berlin, a di- 
rector of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company, was found dead 
today with the body of a newly-bérn in- 
fant at her side in a cigar store where 
she was employed.

Easter Among the Boomers 
of Oklahoma, 


Services in the Camps and Gambling 
in the Towns. 


Hundreds of Home-seekers En Route 
to the Reservation. 


A Ruling that Gives the Filer Great Ad. 
vantage Over the Squatter—Fears 
of Serlous Trouble at 
the Opening. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Ex Reno (Oklahoma,) April 17.—/[By 
the Associated Press.] Land specula- 
tors ar@finding fault with the ruling of 
the Land Office prohibiting the filing on 
more than two claims. The legitimate 
boomer, however, is in high feather, as 
he is protected against illegal specula- 
tion by the ruling. Rumors of a fraud- 
ulent formation of a line before the 
Kingfisher land office are untrue. Maps, 
issued yesterday, purporting to be from 
the Interior Department, were discov- 
ered to be circulated by individuats for 
the purpose of deceiving the boomers. 

Easter services were held in nearly 
all the camps along the border, and 
quiet gambling games are running in 
most towns. The general movement to- 
ward the border began this afternoon. 

Kinerisner (Oklahoma,) April 17.— 
On the way here by rail, after leaving 
Caldwell, Kan., one begins to see wagon 
trains pressing forward to the reserva- 
tion. Inall parts ofthe prairie boom- 
ers’ wagons and various kinds of ve- 
hicles are making for the promised 
land. There are also some on horse- 
back and some on foot. Some are well 
provided for and some only possess 
whatthey wear. Thenearer one draws 
the thicker are the boomers. 

The crowd here is quiet and orderly 
and is thinning rapidly, as everybody is 
making for the line. Reports estimate 
some 23, 000 people on the border. As 
the reservation will only give 20,000 
one claim each some 8000 people must 
be deprived, if reports are true, or take 

up townsite claims. 

Oxvanoma City, April 17.—It is esti- 
mated that 25,000 people are today 
toeing the line at the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe reservation. They are lined 
up forthe «harge on Tuesday. The filer 
will have tne advantage over the settler 
as the former will be able to make his 
declaration before the settler can possi- 
bly reach the desirable lands. The 
Santa Fé is preparing to run numerous 
trains into the reservation on the day 
of the opening, and the race for those 
on horseback orin wagons will be a 
long one. Merchants, with loads of 
goods of all conceivable kinds, are on 
hand and a few hours after the opening 
will be doing business atthe county 
seats. Thousands have already given 
up hope of getting homes and willleave 
at once. Many hope to be able to pur- 
chase the claims of *‘sooners’’ and squat- 
ters. 

At Kingfisher the land receiver has 
decided that the line formed four weeks 

ago has no legal status and there is se- 
rious talk of forming another line. In 
that event trouble will follow and pos- 
sibly bloodshed. 

Kansas City, April 17.—The Times 
special from Kingfisher reports a big 
ghost dance in progress tonight at the 
camp of Left Hand, the great “Cheyenne 
Chief. Some 200 bncks are said to.be 
participating, but no trouble is antic- 
ipated from the dancers, as rations are 
to be issued tomorrow and the Indians 
are in good humor. 

Two land companies, organized at El 
Reno and Reno City, haye decided to 
locate on the same quarter section, and 
it is feared trouble will result when the 
contest comes. 


FOUL PLAY. 


A Man Murdered for the Heavy Insurance 
on His Life. 

Seatrie (Wash.,) April 17.—[By. the 
Associated Press.] The mysterious cir- 
cumstances surrounding’ the death of 
William Radioff, whose charred remains 
were found on Saturday morning in the 
ruins of his house, still remains un- 
solved, although developments today 
prove beyond doubt that his life was 
insured for 855,000. Several insur- 
ance men went to the scene of the 
tragedy today and investigated the case. 
From the condition of the bones the 
theory has been advanced that the sup- 
posed death of Radloff is nothing more 
than a scheme to defraud the insurance 
companies. 

The policies were all issued abouta 
month ago and made payable to Rad- 
loff’s wife. She, the neighbors sav, 
mentioned frequently that her husband's 
life was insured in her favor. Chief of 
Police Jackson and Detective Cudahue 
continued the investigation today. The 
coroner will hold an inquest tomorrow 
and interesting developments are ex- 
pected. 


University Extension. 

April 17.—The faculty 
of the University of Wisconsin has 
unanimously recommended to the board 
of regents that L. P. Powell, librarian 
of the department of history and poli- 
tics at Johns Hopkins University, and 
F. W. Speer, formerly of the University 
of South Dakota, but now a graduate 
student at Johns Hopkins University, be 
engaged as university extension lectu- 
rers for the coming academic vear in 
history and economics respectively. 
The University of Wisconsin is the first 
American institution to follow the ex- 
ample of Oxford and Cambridge in the 
matter of university extension. 


A Bigamist Pleads Guilty. 

Newark (N. J.,) April 17.—James 
Abbott, alias James Stevenson, alias 
Charles Stevenson, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of bigamy and was remanded 
for trial. The prisoner married seven 
women. He has been twice convicted 
of bigamy and sentenced to four and 
five. years, respectively, at Sing Sing 
prison. Mrs. Abbott, his legal wife, 
living in Brooklyn, appears to have a 
forgiving disposition, as she has taken 
him back after each offense, though she 
testified against him at each trial.

A PLAN OF CAMPAIGN, 


Latest Scheme of the Silver Democrats of 
Colorado, 

Dexver (Colo.,) April 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Denver Rocky 
Mountain News in a leading editorial 
tomorrow will put forward the silver 
Democratic plan of campaign to be fol- 
lowed should Cleveland or an equally 
pronounced gold-bug be nominated. It 
says: 

There are thousands of Republicans ig 
Colorado who will not vote for Harrison 
and thousands who will not vote for Cleve. 
land. Yetdriven from their own parties 
by the nominees wearing the yoke of Wall 
street they will be disinclined to vote for 
the nominee of the Omaha Convention, 
who, though sound on silver, will also rep- 
resent so many issues that their judgment 
cannot assenttothem. Let the Democrats 
inthe State Convention, if the action at 
Chicago shall force it, nominate electors 
pledged to vote against Cleveland and for 
such free coinage Democrats as Senator 
Morgan of Alabama and Congressman 
Bland of Missouri. 

The paper urges that this course shall 
be pursued by the Democrats of Colo- 
rado, California, Montana, Wyoming, 
Iowa, Nevada, Washington and Oregon; 
also by those of Kansas, Nebraska and 
certainSouthern States. By thiscourse 
the integrity of the Democratic organi. 
zations will be preserved and the elec- 
tion for President will be thrown into 
the House, in which event a free-coin- 
age candidate would ultimately be 
elected, and the free coinage sentiment 
produced by sucha canvass would insure 
the election of a free-coinage Congress.

Kansas Farmers Paying off Mortgages. 

Topeka (Kan.,) April 17.—The Capi- 
tal tomorrow will publish the twelfth 
monthly mortgage statement. It shows 
a decrease in about half of the counties. 
The net reduction of the mortgage in- 
debtedness for the month throughout 
the State is estimated at $998,000. 
The Capital will also publish reports 
from the banks in the State, showing 
that farmers own 15 per cent. of the 
stock of such banks. The aggregate 
deposits are nearly $18,500,000, of 
which the farmers own $8,000,000, 
All banks report that the deposits of far- 
mers during the year were greatly inm- 
creased.

EASTER SERVICES. 
General Observance of the Great 
Church Festival. 


The Sacred Edifices Lavishly and 
Beautifully Decorated. 


Hundreds of People View the Mag- 
nificent Floral Display. 


Large Congregations at the Morning Ser- 
vicesa—Interesting and Instructive 
Sermons Appropriate to the 
Occasion. 


One could almost believe the myth 
cherished by the Irish peasantry that 
the sun dances on the horizon on Easter 
morning so clear and bright was the 
sunrise yesterday in contrast with sev- 
eral mornings past. The peal of Easter 
bells and the throng of people hurrying 
churchward at an hour somewhat earlier 
than usual was indicative of the general 
observance of this queen of festivals in 
the Christian church. Not an altar or 
a pulpit but had its Easter offering in 
flowers. The church doors were open 
throughout the day, and hundreds of 
people passed in during the afternoon 
to view the decorations. Nowhere in 
the civilized world does nature provide 
more lavishly her Easter flowers than 
right here in Southern California. Not 
only her lilies, but her foscs as well, 
ploom in the greatest profusion, and 
put Easter decorations are always a 
perfect marvel to Eastern people, many 
of whom linger here a few weeks 
longer in order to behold this magnifi- 
cent floral tribute which blooms in such 
splendor trom the chancels of our 
churches on Easter morning. 

FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 

At the First Methodist Church on 
Broadway the decorations were espe- 
cially elaborate and beautiful. In the 
altar bloomed hundreds of calla lilies. 
[he pulpit desk above was faced on 
three sides with roses shaded from 
palest = to deepest crimson. At the 
left of the altar rose a magnificent 
thaft of pure white roses capped by a 
cross of orange blossoms, the whole 
standing ten feet from the floor. On one 
side the pulpit was a harp of smilax 
studded with white roses, and on the 
other a lovely floral ship with masts 
and rigging of smilax and cargo of 
roses mingled with fragrant jasmine. 
Extending along the organ front was a 
growing hedge of marguerites and in 
the center was a beautiful tablet of 
white roses with a _ golden but- 
terfly poised above it, typical of the 
broken chrysalis. The rail separating 
‘he choir loft from the platform was 
hidden with ferns, white roses and 
drooping clusters of purple wisteria. 

The solo by Mrs. W. E. Beeson is de- 
serving of special mention. Her selec- 
tion, “The Resurrection,’’ by Holden, 
was well suited to her voice..-The an- 

*them by the choir of forty singers was 
well rendered. 

The sermon by Dr. J. W. Campbell 
was listened to with close attention by 
the large audience. Hedid not takea 
text, but spoke very feelingly and ear- 
nestly on the resurrection of Jesus. He 
said: ‘I hardly think it necessary at 
this time to try to prove the doctrine of 
the resurrection. It comes to us in his- 
tory and in the plain garb of a divine, 
biblical statement, and is not in the 
line of statements of a genius. There 
is scarcely another fact so generally 
accepted. Wecan hardly tell of His 
sufferings on the cross, but some loved 
triends took Him to the tomb of Joseph 
of Arimathea and laid Him away, where 
He stayed for three days, the allotted 
time, when He left the grave. Mary 
was the last to leave Him. She, with 
a few more faithful women were first 
to the sepulchre on that resurrection 
morning, bringing with them frankin- 
cense and spices. It was their 
iove which kept them _ longest 
at the tomb after Jesus was laid away. 
it was these women who believed the 
stone could be rolled away. They were 
the first to discover that Jesus had 
fisen. It is still the women who are 
first to bring these offerings to Jesus on 
Easter morning. When I was in the 
church yesterday and saw the deft fin- 
gers arranging these flowers, making 
yur church homeso lovely and s0 at- 
tractive, I could not help going back to 
the morning of the resurrection and 
comparing their work to the mission of 
the few ‘faithful women. Should one of 
my family die Ido not want the under- 
taker to put crape on my door, shroud- 
ing their death with something dark 
and gloomy. Take some of these beau- 
tiful roses and wreathe them into a 
fitting emblem, something which will 
represent the character of the loved 
one who has gone. Jesus has taken 
away the fear ofthe grave and by His 
fleath has given us the hope of a beauti- 
ful resurrection. Blessedis the man 
who loves flowers, for they are emblem- 
atic of the glorious Easter morn. Oh, 
dear people. let this lovely Easter be 
the time when you will drive a stake at 
the beginning of a new and better 
life.”’ 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 

There was a large attendance at the 
First Presbyterian Church, the audito- 
rium was crowded and the gallery well 
filled. The pulpit was tastefully deco- 
rated with flowers, and the songs ren- 
dered were in harmony with the occa- 
sion of the celebration of the beautiful 
Easter morning. 


Rev. Dr. Stewart preached a very ap-, 


propriate sermon from I Cor. xv:44. 
‘It is sown a natural body; it is raised 
aspiritual body. There is a natural 
body and there is a spiritual body.” 

Dr. Stewart said we can afford tosing 
for we believe in a resurrection. If 
there had been no resurrection, there 
would be no Easter and no songs. But 
the Lord is risen, the debt has been 
paid and we should praise Him. How 
thoughtless are some pedple concerning 
their body, not caring what becomes of 
it. But this body or another, with the 
same personal identity, shall be raised 
incorruptible. The old will die; except 
it die it cannot be quickened, but the 
identity don’t die, it is the quality. 
The man of 55 years of age has lived 
the life of one infant, two boys and 
five men, having undergone a change 
every seven years, yet the same body 
allthe time. Our bodies are the iden- 
‘tity. Weshall have the same person- 
ality in heaven as here on earth. 
We will then recall the old times, the 
old taces, the old familiar home. It 
will be good totalk it over when we 
meet our loved ones there, those who 
have gone before us, and are now wait- 
ing at the gates to give us a warm wel- 
come with all the faith of a little child. 
There will be nothing short. of realism 
there. We will know each other as we 
are known here among ourselves. 

Without memory there would be no vin- 
dication of love. We want the earth- 
side of friendship to be preserved. 
Heaven and earth are closer together 
than our feeble faith wantsto make 
them; the partition between the natural 
and spiritual worid must be very thin. 

Resurrection is a miracle. It was the 
shuteye that was opened, the deaf ear 
that was unstopped, and the damsel was 
dead but aleevine. It is restoration 


rather than creation—the old restored 
not created anew. It is a change, a be- 
ginning of something better. This 
world is good with all its pleasures. but 
there is a better. This isnot our home. 
This body, this-earthly tabernacle is not 
all we want. 

To the believer it is only death that 
separates us from this frail body with 
its physical infirmities and leaves us 
changed in the presence of our Re- 
deemer. And we know that when He 
shall appear we shall be like Him, for 
we shall see Him as He is. It is a glo- 
rious thing to know that Christ hasa 
material body, and that heaven isa 
place, a habitation for reconstructed 
bodies. We being God’s tabernacle 
grow in the strength of the Lord. We 
shall meet again and will be improved. 

The city of the dead is God’s acre. 
Care for our cemeteries, visit them 
often, beautify them... Among them 
we find the tombs of a coming 
resurrection. Hete wesee the epitaph: 
‘Asleep in Jesus.’’ Honor the dead; 
think of them not as _ the dead, but the 
living. They are living, yet dead to us. 
Give them a place inthe family circle. 
Let the little one’s picture still hang in 
your home. No mother need turn away 
comfortless from the grave of her babe. 

UNITY CHURCH. 
At the Church of the Unity the great 


auditorium was packed to the very en} 


trance, chairs filled all the aisles, the 
side alcoves and crowded to the steps 
of the pulpit, and still many worship- 
ers were turned away. Very simple 
and sweet and appropriate were the 
decorations, all in pure white, against 
the rich green of palms or paler emer- 
ald of smilax and other delicate. vines. 
The walls were frescoed with spike 
palms studded with callas, and snow- 
white roses were festooned from the 
choir railing. A beautiful mound of 
marguerites rose from a vine-wreathed 
stand at one side the pulpit, and a floral 
picture, framed in smilax with a gilding 
of magnolias, was on the other, a pure 
white dove surmounting the easel on 
which rested the painting from Nature’s 
brush—a magnificent cluster of white 
roses and buds against a matof green 
leaves and smilax sprays. 

The subject of Dr. Thomson’s dis- 
course was ‘‘The Risen Christ’s Conver- 
sation at Emmaus.’*, The gifted speaker 
turned the thought of his auditors to 
the theme of the day, the resurrection 
of Christ, on which hangs all the gos- 
pel. The keynote of Paul's creed was 
the resurrection; the one important 
question of the day is: Shall we rise 
again? Natureinher entirety is the 
true symbol of the resurrection. Atthe 
voice of her Maker she rises from her 
winter sleep, bursts her frost fetters 
and rises into new life in countless trees 
and flowers. This idea of a risen Christ 
for all the world echoed like a silver 
chime of Easter bells all through the 
sermon. In language simple and ear- 
nest he let the light of Christ’s gospel 
‘pour through windows broad as truth 
itself, as high as God.’’ At the close of 
the service there was communion, the 
invitation extended by Dr. Thomson to 
partake of this emblematical feast of 
the Lord’s supper including all who felt 
that they would be made better by so 
doing. 

The music, which is so important and 
delightful a part of the service at this 
church, was furnished as .usual by the 
quartette of singers, Miss Nellie I. 
Boynton, Mrs. Wenger, Messrs. A. S. 
Abbott and Herr Arnold Kutner, with 
W. C. Stone organist. The anthems 
were beautifully rendered. 


IMMANUEL CHURCH. 
It is now the custom of Presbyterians 


‘to give as much emphasis to the Easter 


festival as any of the other churches, 
and at Immanuel Church the floral dec- 
orations were unusually fine and the 
Easter music of a high order. Misses 
Kofoed and Cory sang a most» touching 
offertory, and after the sermon the 
tenor, Mr. Burr, rendered the exquisite 
solo, ‘*‘Christ is Risen.’’ 

‘‘The Empty Sepulchre’’ was the sub- 
ject of Dr. Chichester’s Easter sermon, 
from Matthew xxviii:6: ‘‘Come and 
see the place where the Lord lay.’’ 
The doctor began by giving a graphic 
description of his visit to the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre, at Jerusalem, on 
Easter Sunday several years ago. This 
old sepulchre stands today as the hal- 
lowed center of all Christendom’s devo- 
tion, and from the earliest times it has 
been the very corneYstone of the 
church’s faith. It clearly 
shown that  Christ’s resurrection 
ig one of the best authenticated 
facts in the world’s history—according 
to the common legal rules for dis- 
tinguishing good evidence from bad. 
And itis not only a proved fact im the 
world’s history, but also an inspiring 
power inthe world’s life—as potent a 
power, indeed, as any of the powers of 
nature—heat, light or electricity. In 
1876 the empire of Japan established 
by law a rest day, not a day of wor- 
ship, but of cessation from toil, and it 
took, not one day in ten, six or five, 
but one in seven; and it selected for 
that day, not the Mohammedan Friday 
or the vewish Saturday, but the Chris- 
ti Sabbath. And why? Simply be- 
sale 1800 years ago, on this first day 
of the week, Jesus Christ rose from the 
dead. 

The doctor further emphasized 
Christ’s resurrection—first, as evidence 
of the truthfulness of Christ’s teaching 
then asa pledge of our own resurrec- 
tion, and then, finally, as a pattern of 
our resurrection. Special emphasis 
was placed upon Paul's statement that 
Christ shall *‘change our vile body and 
fashion it unto his glorious body’’—that 
is, like unto the body with which he 
came forth from that Jerusaleni grave, 

The sermon was full of profound and 
brilliant thought and held the close at- 
tention of an immense congregation 
that filled the church to overflowing. 

AT ST. VINCENT’S. 

The decorations and ceremonial ser- 
vices at St. Vincent’s Church on the 
joyous anniversary of Easter were 
grander even than on former occasions. 

The musical announcements already 
made were of great promise and under 
the careful direction of, Mr. Schallert 
were faultlessly rendered. The orches- 
tra was in harmonious accord; es- 
pecially beautiful was the playing of the 
Easter symphony. The most exquis- 
itely solemn effect was produced at the 
sanctus. Mr. Walton from behind the 
high altar sang the solo, which was 
taken up by the choir repeating *‘Sanc- 
tus, Sanctus, Sanctus, Deus Sabbath,’’ 
his fine tenor voice never sounding 
purer or clearer or to better advantage. 

Signor. Romandy’s composition. for 
the offertory was so beautiful and so 
finely sung by Mrs. Owens and Miss 
Kimball as to merit the greatest praise. 


The salutaris sung by Mrs. Schallert, | 


and Miss Kimball was a gem, plaintive 
and sweet. ‘The sermon,by Rev. Father 
Dockery was very eloquent and listened 
to with rapt attention. ? 
TRINITY METHODIST CHURCH, 
Trinity Methodist Church, South, as 
usual took the lead in symbolic decora- 
tions. The Easter sentiment was ex- 
pressed in the words ‘‘Alive Forever,’’ 
n. letters. of white marguerites. sus- 
pended above the. organ loft. At the 
right was a golden crown of marigolds, 
and opposite this a beautiful floral dove 
done in bridal rosé¢s. In frontof the 
pulpit desk was a mound of blush roses 
with a slender shaft rising from its cen- 
ter, topped bya heart of pure white 
roses. ck of the desk on the organ 


rail was ap open Bible of white roses, 


a 


and on either side of this were beautiful 
harps. In the space at the right of the 
altar were several crosses, an anchor 
and moundsofroses. At the left was an 
easel of green foliage and purple wiste- 
ria and surmounted by a crown of 
thorns, Bishop Haygood preached an 
eloquent sermon on ‘Immortality’? in 
the morhing and in the evening the ser- 
vice was conducted by the Young Peo- 
ple’s Missionary Society. 
ST. PAUL’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

St. Paul’s was a wonder of floral 
beauty. The great church was filled 
with the fragrance of its Easter deco- 
rations. Every window had its floral 
dress, and each pillar was capped with 
ivy and lilies. A network of smilax 
hid the pulpit, from the front of which 
bloomed a cross and anchor of yellow 
roses. One corner of the pulpit was 
covered with deep crimson roses, and 
from the wall at the rear rose a large 
cross surmounted by a golden butterfly 
in marigolds. The lecturn was gar- 
landed with roses, andcrosses stood at 
the altar entrance. The inner ‘altar 
was amass of bloom, and the rainbow 
shades of light from the colored win- 
dow fellona magnificent cross. 

The Easter services were conductcd 
by the rector, Rev. George F. Bugbee, 
holy communion following the morning 
sermon. At 8:30 p.m. there was a 
Sunday-school Easter festival. 

TEMPLE STREET CHURCH. 

Temple Street Christian Church pre- 
sented a beautiful scene yesterday 
morning. The young people had deco- 
rated the room with roses and calla 
lilies. The pulpit was profusely, most 
handsomely and very appropriately 
decorated with mottoes and emblems of 
the commemorative Easter day. The 
pastor, Rev. A. C. Smither, preached an 
impressive sermon on ‘‘The Resurrec- 
tion.”’ He’ dwelt for a few moments 
upen Easter as observed, why it 4s ob- 
served and its real signification. He 
held that the day has no religious sig- 
nificance; it grew out of an ancient cus- 
tom which did honor to the goddess of 
flowers and spring. It is observed by 
the churches in memory of Christ’s 
resurrection, as the Savior arose from 
the dead at this season of the year. 
While the day hasno religiou s signifi- 
cance, yet it is a beautiful custom; flow- 
ers. which bloom in such profusion in 
the spring, after the winter, are here 
brought to represent the beauty of 
nature in her effulgence, and should in- 
spire within the Christian beautiful 
thoughts, pure and happy feelings. 

The speaker then dwelt upon the most 
prominent evidences of Christ’s resur- 
rection. There are a number of Old 
Testament instances pointing to it and 
many Old Testament prophesies point 
to the sameend. Christ himself spoke 
gt and taught his own resurrection. 

trong proof of his having arisen was 
that he appeared twelve different times 
ard to more than 500 different persons, 
which, by virtue of their association 
and familiarity with him and the num- 
ber of times he appeared, it would have 
been impossible for them to have been 
deceived. Tbe Apostles were men of 
intelligence, who gave their lives in 
attestation of their belief in His resur- 
rection; the fact of his resurrection is 
further corroborated by the origin of 
the two commemorative institutions 
baptism and the Lord’s day. These 
could not possibly have arisen to 
commemorate with that which never 
occurred. It is the only reasonable so- 
lution of the absence of Christ’s body 
from the tomb. If his friends had 
stolen it they would not have given 
their lives in proof of that which was 
false; if his enemies had stolen it they 
would have reproduced it when the 
apostles began to preach the resurrec- 
tion. No factin history is so well sub- 
stantiated as that of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion. It was full of significance; it 
proved beyond the question of a doubt 
the deity of Christ. God would never 
have raised an impostor. Christ’s 
claims must therefore be true and it 
follows that he was divine. It has a 
significence furthermore in that it as- 
sures us of the final prevalence of the 
right and the eventual subjugation of 
wrong. It is full of meaning in that it 
assures us of the resurrection and ful- 
fillment of all the promises made in 
reference to the future life. 

Services closed with an invitation to 
persons wishing to unite themselves 
with the church, to which there were 
two responses. In the evening Rev. 
Smither preached upon the ‘Middle 
Age.’’ There was a full attendance. 

PACIFIC GOSPEL MISSION. 

One ofthe most beautiful and prac- 
tical of Easter morning services in this 
city was given by the Pacific Gospel 
Mission, No. 481 South Spring street, in 
the way of a fine Sunday morning 
breakfast to the poor and needy of Los 
Angeles. A well-filled breakfast-room 
testified to the need of this charitable 
work. The tables were daintily deco- 
rated with flowers and laden with good 
food, well cooked. The ladies and gen- 
tlemen of the different churches from 
which the mission has much of its sup- 
port, served the breakfast. The tramp 
and the refined man sat side by side and 
partook together as brothers of the 
nourishing food and Christian kindness. 
When the simple grace was said by one 
of the directors every head was bowed 
in reverence to the risen Lord, in whose 
name and for whose sake all was done. 
A short gospel service was afterward 
listened to by all, and many more than 
those who had breakfasted, who were 
drawn in by the music. Maj. Hilton, 
who is superintendent of the mission, 
knows how to touch and turn the hearts 
of men toward God, as the tearfuland 
interested faces proved. An Easter of- 
fering in the shape of a tiny bouquet of 
roses and a card with a verse of Scrip- 
ture thereon was handed to each of the 
men as they passed out by a little golden- 
haired girl, the daughter of one of the 
directors. The good work among God’s 
poor emphasizes in a practical manner 
the word of Christ Himself, who said: 
‘Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one 
of these, the least of these, ye have 
done it unto me,”’ 

8ST. JOHN’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


_ St. John’s Church was packed to the 
doors at both the 11 o’clock and the 4 


o'clock services yesterday, The deco- 
rations of the edifice were beautiful, 
over 2000 callas and 5000 roses being 
used. A temporary road screen separ- 
ated the chancel from the nave and was 
very effective. In the morning the rec- 
tor, Kev. B. W. R. Tayler, preached on 


‘the subject of ‘‘The Resurréction,’’ and 


in the afternoon baptized nine children 
and five adults. Many people were 
turned away for want of seating accom- 
modation. 

8T. BARNABAS EPISCOPAL CHURCH, 
The pretty Episcopal church, St. Bar- 
nabus Mission, in Vernondale, was 
crowded Sunday afternoon for Easter 
services, alarge number of visitors from 
the city being present. The decorations 
were simple, but exquisitely beautiful. 
The wainscoting was bordered with 
double Lady Banksia roses. In front 
was a large arch of calla lilies and pep- 
per leaves, the smaller arches and 
naves being gracefnlly draped with 
sprays of Gold of Ophir roses, The 
window-sills were banked with roses 
shading from deep pink to creamy 
white, and the communion rails were 
covered with Duchess of Brabant roses. 

The altar was literally a fioral one. 
The front was a network of Lorette 
roses and laurel leaves, and on the al- 
tar were two beautiful crosses of Cath- 


erine Mermet roses. Large bunches of 
calla lilies were placed inthe corners 
with rare potted plants. At the foot 
was a basket of Duchess Brabant roses 
and violets. 

The sermon, “Christ is Risen,’’ was 
preached by Rev. Peyton Randolph. 

ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH: 

This picturesque little church, cor- 
ner Eighth and Flower streets, was 
effectively decorated with Easter flow- 
ers. Marguerites outlined the arch 
back of the chancel, and lovely floral 
pieces—crosses, ancbors and various de- 
signs—enriched the altar. A _ particu- 
larly beautiful device, was an ancher of 
royal purple pansies. Great clusters of 
callageilies rose Onall sides. Indian 
nest-shaped baskets of colored Easter 
eggs delighted the children, who gave 
an Easter praise service in the evening.

The case of Mary 
Violich, the thirteen-year-old San Fran- 
cisco girl, and Adrian Silvey, who were 
married in a tugboat outside the Golden 
Gate the other day, is the one in ques- 
tion and the Humane Society appears 
as prosecutor. The decision will be 
watched with much interest. 


It develops that the three-and-a-half 
acre piece of ground upon which the 
pest-house is now located was deditated 
by the Council to park purposes some 
years ago.

Teach the Boys a Trade. 

The fathers and mothers of America 

will be wise when they arrive at the 
conclusion that the best common school 
education which they can give their 
boys does not fit them for the practical 
affairs of life. Nor do they derive any 
additional advantage in this respect by 
keeping up the schooling until the boys 
graduate from college. If there is one 
young man more than another who is 
unprepared to grapple with a work-a- 
day world and earn his livelihood it is 
your college graduate. He may be 
fitted for teaching school, but his train- 
ing has certainlv not been practical for 
any other calling. This, of course, with 
reference to the literary and classical 
courses, which are generally pursued in 
colleges. 
The fatal defect in the training of our 
youth must be remedied either by re- 
modeling our systems of education and 
introducing more technical training, or 
by considering that a part of a boy’s 
educational career must be spent in a 
workshop or office, learning the details 
of a trade or profession. 

As the population of the country in- 
creases and the activities of life set into 
channels where competition is close, 
the chances of a young man thrown 
upon the world without adaptation for 
any particular avocation become less 
and less promising. Specialization is 
the order ofthe day. It is accordingly 
of the greatest importance thata young 
man should learn how to take hold of 
the practical end of something by the 
}time -his.school or college days are 

ended. 

The late Emperor Fredrick had one 
son taught shoemaking, another cabinet- 
making, another navigation, and so on. 
It is an impressive fact that the presi- 
dent of one of the greatest railroads in 
the country learned.sugveying in his 
youth, and the first vice-president be- 
‘Came so perfect a master mechanic that 
when the Johnstown flood paralyzed the 
entire system he took personal command 
of the construction corps sent out. A 
Governor of this State sent his boy to 
San Francisco to serve a regular ap- 
prenticeship and learn the trade of a 
machinist. Many people who are well 
circumstanced are following the same 
course. Ifa boy has the right stuff in 
him he -will work his way up in the 
world, and the discipline of mind and 
body which he obtains in learning a 
trade will be one of his best stepping- 
stones. It is probable that this practical 
work is even betterthan a technical 
training-school, provided a boy can have 
the advantage of only one, but, if he 
can have both, so much the better. It 
will broaden his ideas and teach him the 
advantage of learning the principles of 
things as he goes along. 


Land for the Landless.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


To Certain Pablic Officers, 

Los ANGELES, April ‘14.—[To the Editor 
of THE TimEs.] The attention of the City 
Attorney, the District Attorney, the Chief 
of Police, the City Surveyor and the Su 
perintendent of Streetsyis called to the 
following provisions of law now in force: 
Section 498 of the Civil Code reads as fol- 
iows: “‘The city or town authorities, in 
granting the right-of-way to street railway 
corporations, in addition to the restrictions 
which they are authorized to impose, must 
require a strict compliance with the following 
conittions: . . that the tracks must not 
be more than five feet wide within the rails, 
and must have a space between them sufficient to 
allow cars tu pasa freely.’’ 

Section 501 of the Civil Code provides 
that, **The rate of speed myst not be greater 
than eight miles an hour. A violation of 
‘the provisions of this section subjects the 
corporation to a fine of $100 for each of- 
fense.”’ 

Section 498 is violated by the Consoli- 
dated Electric Railway Company, and has 
been ever since the construction of its 
tracks at Second and Spring, Fourth and 
Spring, and the same corporation violates 
section 501 every hour in the day thatit 
runsitscars. Itis time that the ofticials 
charged with the execution of this law 
should enforce it. Certain penalties at. 
tach to public officers who neglect or refuse 
to perform their duties, and when they re- 
fuse to comply with plain requirements of 
the code, the penalties should be enforced.

The great economical as well as xzsthetic 
purposes attained by the construction of 
this read are further supplemented with 
the exceedingly valuable scientific results 
that come within easy reach after the com. 
pletion of this enterprise. The climatic 
and general atmospheric conditions at the 
service of the astronomical observer, it is 
well known, cannot possibly be improved 
on. This last fact Mr. Eliot, the president 
of Harvard, most emphatically testifies to. 
No higher authority can be found in the 
United States. a 

But the practical man, the tourist, the 
native sportsman, our local artists, as well 
as scientists from thé world at large, are 
deeply interested in this project. which, 
when completed, will mark an epoch in our 
advancement, considered from any point 
of view whatever. It is a public measure 
in the highest and best sense of that word, 
and the project is eminently entitled to the 
good-will and coéperation of the commun- 
ity at large.

More on the Scheol Question. 

PASADENA, April 16.—[To the Editor of 
THE Times.| I* desire to say in reply 
to A. L. Hamilton that I am sorry he 
did not get a clear idea of what I 
would have dropped from the course of 
study. I think that if he will take the pains 
to read my article again he will observe 
that I did not mention having anything cut 
out of thecourse. binfered that the course 
as laid down by the county board was more 
than the teachers could do justice to with- 
out the supervising principal's extra addi- 
tion. As to paper folding and whittling 
cutting no figure, I contend that they do. 
If in paper folding form and number are 
taught then itis well. But a child of 8 
years, whohas attended school in Pasa- 
dena the past year, and who has come un- 
der my personal observation—not my own 
child---did her folding most beautifully, 
but when asked, ‘‘How many sides has a 
square?’ answered, *“Two.’’ “How many 
has a triangle?’’ “Two,” was the answer. 
“Two andtwo are how many?” answer, 
“Three.’’ She is as bright as the ordinary 
child. First year thrown away---so much 
for paper folding. As to the carving, even 
were it done outside of school hours, must 
there not be time given to. the instruction 
during study hours, oftem at the expense 
of more important work?:.But 1 have been 
informed by several pupils that the whit- 
tiling has been done in school hours. The 
carving may have been done outside. 

Mr. Hamilton states that they complete 
the arithmetic in the eighth year, and at 
the end of the seventh have finished the 
principal part of the book. Will he please 
state whether his seventh year pypils had 
an understanding of fractions and decimals 
sufficiently thorough to @nable them to do 
intelligently the work in percentage? If 
our schools are as efficient as they should 
be why is it that so many, of our boys are 
leaving the public sch and entering the 
business colleges of Angeles? Also, 
why is it that so many our young men 
who have entered the iversities have~ 
said that had they been More thoroughly 
taught in the home school they would have 
been saved from one to two years hard 
study? The gentleman would also do well 
in reading the article t® observe thatI 
spoke in reference to thé primary work 
throughout my artiele, ‘two be the last 
one to deprive the poor mans child of any 
opportunity for artistic .culture (the artis. 
tic work now so beautifully done, even by 
our little tots.) Neither would I wish him 
to be deprived of a practical education that 
will help him inthe battle of life. I would 
not have the artistic wholly thrown out; 
neither would I have it doininate the school 
course. 

My criticism or ‘‘mere faylt-finding’’ was 
in regard to the primary. grades, would 

kindly inform the gentleman-)that. I con. 
sider it my duty to descend t0°**mere fault- 
finding’ if necessary to the’ furtherance of 
my child's best interests. 

My child I consider is of. ordinary intelli- 
gence, and having athorough understand- 
ing of her knowledge of arithmetic I had 
not the slightest ideaof her*being pro- 
moted, and was utterly astonished to find at 
the end ofthe year that she had received 
the promotion certificate. At tne begin- 
ning of this vear Ilinterviewed her teacher 
witha view to baving her excused from 
class workin arithmetic in order that she 
might have private lessoné, in the hope that 
she might catch up with her class by Christ- 
mas. In the interview with the teacher she_ 
plainly stated that the child had failed in 
arithmetic. Iwas sentto see the super- 
vising principal in regard to having her 
excused from class work. He insisted that 
the child was able to do the work. WhenI 
apprised hiin of the fact that her teacher 
had told me she had failed, he produced his 
book and showed the child’s, average in 
arithmetic to be seventy-seven. She had 
finished common fractions, decimals and 
bills, but she could not do the simplest prob- 

lem in common fractions; and there are 
many others, asl know by questioning them 
in arithmetic and from their parent's state- 
ments, that are as badly coufused. 

Fellow-patrons, do we not need to make 
a plea for more thorough work in the pri- 
mary grades? In expressing my mind to 
the public I would affirm that two-thirds of 
the patrons with whom | have talked coin- 
cide with me in these matters. 

With reference to cutting off of the 
special ceachers I would ask are not our 
teachers competent to teach these accom.. 
plishments so far as is table to the 
children? If Mr. Hamilton’s pupils must 
have a special music teacher or their ‘lit- 
tle voices be silent’’ we had better, under 
present financial pressure, let the special 
teacher go and principal ofthe Garfield 
school also, and empluv a principal who is 
competent to cultivate the little voices him- 
self.”

The Bench Show Will. Open 
Wednesday. 


Over 200 High-class Dogs Entered 
for Prizes. 


Northern Kennels. 


Los Angeles Athletic Club Preparing for 
an Exhibition in the Near Future— 
The Lawson-Gallacher Fight 
Tonight—Sporting Notes. 


On Wednesday next the fourth annual 
bench show of the Southern California 
Kennel Club will open at Hazard’s Pa- 
vilion, and for the rest of the week that 
popular place of amusement will re- 
sound with the joyous (and otherwise) 
yelps of as select a crowd of canine 
beauties as can be gathered together. 
The entries, which closed on Saturday, 
comprise over 200 dogs, among their 
number being some of the most famous 
animals in the State. 

It had been expected that the north- 
ern kenneis would be well. represented, 
as seyeral-of the best-known breeders 
had signified their intention of exhibit- 
ing here. Among others mentioned in 
the San Francisco papers in this connec-

St. Bernard, Republican, is so well 
known on the Pacific Coast; Russell 
Crowell, the owner of the celebrated 
challenge class pointer, Duke of Ver- 
non; W. H. McFee, a fox-terrier breed- 
er; and W. H. Collins, of bull-terrier 
fame, and Henry Huber. Judging from 
appearances, however, most of these 
gentlemen repented of their determina- 
tion at the eleventh hour, for only two 
of the promised entries have arrived, 
so far as known.

DEEMING-WIL LIAMS. 


The Remarkable Coincidences in 
Their Careers Discussed. 


The Difficulties in the Way of Getting 
True Pictures for Compuarison—Peo- 
ple Who Believe They are 
One and the Same. 


The article published in Tue Times 
yesterday morning giving at length and 
in detail the reasons for believing that 
Charles H. Willlams, who figured in this 
city during 1886. and 1887, and Deem- 
ing, the brutal Australian wife-mur- 
derer, whose ghastly crimes have 
shocked the entire civilized world, are 
one and the same person, created a de- 
cided sensation. It was generally dis- 
cussed, and there was but one opinion, 
to-wit, that ifsuch is not the case, it is 


on record. 

It isagreed that there isa strong re- 
semblance between the published pic- 
tures of Deeming, and those of the man 
known in Los Angelesas Williams, and 
while this is not regarded as in any 
sense conclusive, it is at least signifi- 
cant, especially when considered in con- 
nection with the many known charac- 
teristics of the two men. Then, too, the 
difficulties of getting anything like a 
good picture in either case must be 
taken into consideration. As has been 
stated repeatedly in the dispatches and 
in local accounts of the Rainhill and 
Australian horrors, it has been impos- 
sible to get a photograph of Deeming, 
that individual having a decided an- 
tipathy to looking into a camera, 
which is not to be wondered at, consid- 
ering his devious career. In conse- 
quence the printed pictures have been 
made from sketches and it would be 
little short of miraculous if the expres- 
sion, etc., could have been faithfully 
reproduced. Then, too, Williams was 
averse to being photographed, so much 
so that he would not have.a picture 
taken for his wife, and but for the pho- 
tographs of the picnic party in the 
cafion, there would have been no like- 
ness of him ‘extant. Another thing 
that must be considered is the differ- 
ence of time and the changes which 
take place in a man’s appearance in 
four years. Then, too, it has been 
stated that Deeming has been known to 
try and change his appearance, on one 
occasion going so far as to pull his 
moustache out by the rovts, hair by 
hair, all of which adds to the difficul- 
ties of getting true likenesses. 

The many characteristics in common 
between eming and Williams were 
set forth at length in Tae Timgs yester- 
day morning and a strong circumstan- 
tial case is made out. Mr. Shooter and 
}his wife, with whom Williams boarded 
for over a year, are convinced that he 
is no other than Deeming, which opin- 
ion is concurred in by the attorney 
mentioned yesterday, who had many 
opportunities of observing the man, and 
who was at once struck with the resem- 
blance between Williams and the pub- 
lished pictures of Deeming.

The California League season has 
now been on four weeks, and indica- 
tions point to the most successful year 
this State has ever known in baseball. 

The four clubs appear to be pretty 


evenly matched, and this fact, coupled 


with the fascinating uncertainties of 
the game, which are already playing 
freaks in the pennant race, is bound to 
augment the interest as the fight goes 
on. San José has developed a _ win- 
ning streak during the past week, taking 
four straight from San Francisco, but.

TEMPLE BLOCK CASE. 


Full Text of Judge Van Dyke's 
Decision. 


An Important Suit of General Public 


Interest. 


A Number. of Interesting Legal 
Points Involved. 


The Grounds on Which Judgment Was 
Given for the Defendants Set 
Forth at Length—The Law ¥ 
of the Case. 


Judge Van Dyke on Monday last ren- 


’ dered his decision in the case of the 


city of Los Angeles vs. Kaspare Cohn et 
al., an action tocondemn aten-foot strip 
off the end of the Temple Block, which 
it was claimed encroached into the 
street, findings and judgment being or- 
dered for the defendants in accordance 
with an exhaustive opinion filed theron. 

The city was represented by City At- 
torney McFarland, while Stephen M. 
White, Esq., looked after the interests 
of the defendants. The heavy interests 
involved, together with the law points 
of the case, make the decision of gen- 
eral interest, and it is given in full as 
follows:

This isan action to quiet title to a piece 
of land at or near the junction of Sprin 
and Main streets on which the Temple Bloc 
now stands, being about ten feet of the 
northerly end of said block.

by the city, and the city has paved the 
streets and sidewalks according to such 
line, and asissaid in Hamilton vs. State, 
: “While it is true that the 
statute of limitations operating alone may 
not bar the right of the public to insist upon 
the use of a highway, yetif such appearance 
is created by non-user as that acts are done 
by an adjoining proprietor which indicate 
that he is in good faith claiming as his own 
that which infact is part of the highway 
and is expending money on the faith of his 
claim by adjusting his property to the high- 
way as he supposes or claims it to 
be, the public will be estopped.

Mr. F. H. How- 
ard, the .! Attorney at the time, 
investigated the matter and submitted 
a written report, and in this he says: 
“Now the fact that said corrider was a 
part and parcel of the house not covered by 
asimple ‘awning, but by the roof of the 
house itseif, that a portion. of the corrider 
was occupied by a stair-case to ascend to the 
second story of the house, would seem to 
exclude the idea of dedication tothe public 
use."’ And he reported further that the 
in course oferection did not extend 
to the limits of the corrider. The minutes 
of the Courcil showthat the report of Mr. 
Howard was received and placed on file. Mr 
Foster, Mayor of the city in 1855, testifies that 
about the time Mr. Howard made his report 
and whenhe was in conversation with Tem- 

le in reference to the matter, Temple said: 

‘He Wanted to do what was right. He 
wanted it (the boundary line) fixed at once.” 
And Mr. Foster adds: “My.impression is:that 
he told me that he would leave it to Mr. 
Howard and act upen his opinion.” Mr. 
Howard testifies that he was cailed upon in 
an official capacity to make an examination 
eo SN, Attorney as to the location of the 
front line of the,Pemple.Block.

But to 
say thatin a matter of a boundary line be- 
tween a public street and private property 
the city cannot under any circumstances be 
estopncd is stating he rule too broadly. It 
is wel] known that the true line of streets is 
frequently not easily ascertained. - Differ- 
ent surveyors will differ asto the true loca- 
tion. Suppose then,in a case like that,a 
property-owner abutting on the line of the 
street applies to the city authorities to have 
the true line ascertained and ‘established. 
The City Council proceeds to order the line

Justice and right demand that it 
should remain as established when the build- 
ing was erected in 187i. 
sides, if we fall back upon the Ord map, 
and itis upon that alone thatthe dedication 
in this case was made, if at ail, it would be 
difficult to establish an exact line, even if it 
were now an open question. The map 
simply indicates an open space north ofa 
trianglar piece of land with the sharp point of 
the triangie cut off,indicating some structure 
on the north end ofthe lot, but whether a 
few feet north or south of the line claimed 
it would be quite impossible to tell from the 
map. It must be borne in mind that Temple 
street can form no guide, inasmuch as that 
was.notopen until 1859,ten years.after the 
Ord survey and long after the Hansen sur- 
vey andthe deed upon which the - 4 At- 
torney relies as defining the un- 
dary. The piece in controversy was there- 
tore not a portion of Temple street inas- 
muchas Temple street never crossed south 
of Spring and the fact thatthe »utherly 
line of Temple street,if projected as now 
laid out, would cut across the point of Tem- 
ple Block is therefore no evidence that Tem- 
le Block encroached upon the public street. 
om the evidence submitted in this case 
the courtis in no better positionto deter- 
mine whether the northerly end of the Tem- 
ple Block encroaches upon the street as in- 
icated on the Ord map,than the city au- 
thorities were twenty years ago, when the 
building was commenced to be erected, and 
ina case like this all reasonable doubts 
should be resolved in fayorof the defend- 
ants, as they are innocent purchasers with- 
out any noticeof any claim on the partof 
the city; in fact, with notice as faras the 
records go, that the city had abandoned, if 
itever hadany claimto the premises asa 
public street. Therefore, findings and judg- 
ment will go for the defendants.

Easter Sunday in Pasadena was cele- 
brated in a land where nature never dies, 
where earth came not forth from an icy 
shroud but wears a bridal robe woven from 
waxen petals of orange bloom; a land of 
transformation not decay, where flowers 
never cease to bloom or fruits toripen. It 
seems but a few months since the malevo- 
lent spirits of the air resented having a 
spot uncursed and united in its destruction, 
yet after the winds had lashed in all their 
fury, death came not even then. Nature 
only feigned slumber and awoke refreshed 
and laughed her enemies to scorn. The. 
rose again twines festoons and crowns with 
new splendors, the trees have hidden all 
scars, the foothills are arrayed in royal 
robes of purple and gold in honor ofa 
resurrected king and the church bells, once 
laid low, ring out from fiower-wreathed 
towers glad Easter tidings, while one 
catches a refrain from the old mission bells 
which, though pealing the weal and woe of 
dusky tribes, have neyer tolleda knell of 
mature. 

Yesterday was bright and full of sunshine 
as Easter usually is in Pasadena. The 
churches, almost without exception, paid 
tributes of praise in flowers and songito a 
risen Lord. At the First Congreational 
@Ghurch Mrs. Shrader closed the Sunday. 
schoel exercises by singing ‘‘Consider the 
Lilies,’ which was followed by the proces. 
sional in B flat by Bach, rendered by Mr. 
Nelson on the mammoth pipe organ as the 
opening to the regular morning service. 
Mrs. Post sang as solos, ‘‘Christ the Lord is 
Risen,’’ and ‘I Know that My Redeemer 
Liveth,’’ and an anthem was rendered by 
the choir. A heavy stone on’a bank of green 
told of the open sepulchre and a 
cross trimmed with sprays of bridal roses 

inted toa risen Lord. The masses of 

loom in the church grounds vied in beauty 
with those of callas and roses within. The 
evening service was one of song and re- 
sponsive readings of an appropriate nature. 

The Baptist Church was a gem of beauty 
with its cross of callas rising from floor to 
ceiling, its palms and lilies, open gates and 
numerous other set pieces of rose or helio- 
trope, and its railings trimmed with gold 
of ophir and bonseline.

The M. E. Tabernacle was a symphony of 
beauty from the cross at the entrance to 
the one at the altar, formed of lilies, which 
showed to good advantage’against a back- 
ground of date palms, the tips of which 
reached to the ceiling. The choir sang out 
their allelulias upon a platform terraced 
to the floor with roses. it looked at first 
sight like a waterfall, upon which were re- 
flected many different colored lights, but 
the cascades were of different colors of 
rose sprayed with fern. ‘The Resurrec- 
tion’’ was the subjectof the pastor’s dis- 
course. Well-rendered anthems were given 
by a large choir, the solo parts being taken 
by Miss Peck and Messrs. Smith and 
Parker. 

At the First Presbyterian Church callas 
and ferns, chaste, beautiful and appropr!- 
ate adorned platform and pulpit, and an 
attentive audience that completely filled 
the church was highly edified by an élo.

of statistics. 

With such an ideal, all teaching should 
tend to unfold power; all examination 
should bea testof growth inthat direc- 
tion; pupils should be classified according 
totheir ability todo, and should be pro- 
moted the very instantthey prove their 

werto dothe workof the class next 

igher. How important it is, therefore, 
thatevery mind be carefully examined, 
that the weak spots may be strengthened 
and the strong, native tendencies fostered. 
A single deficiency may ruin a child's 
whole school life. For example, g a 
boy to lack power to perceive solid forms. 
Then he will also wantin ability to imag- 
ine and reason about forms. His work in 
literature, geography, history, geometry 
must be a failure toa very large extent, 
for what to his weak vision are the beauti- 
ful Vales of Cashmere, the giant Hima- 
layas, the crescent Marathon, the truncated 
cone? Five minutes’ examination when 
first he entered school and his mind would 
have been on record—weak in form-percep- 
tion. By modeling in clay or sand, fruits, 
flowers, hills and slopes, his mind would 
have been developed along the line of per- 
ception of form, and this would have af- 
fected his whole future course in school. 


The first and only plan for study- 
ing and recording the mental growth 
of children is that now used in 


San Bernardino, known as *‘Mind Cnarts.’’ 
and originated by Superintendent Frve of 
that city. Briefly described, the plan is as 
follows: There is a separate blank for 
each child in the city schools. On it are 
recorded the temperament, constitu‘ion 
and sense defects; the power to perceive, 
imagine, reason ‘“"d recall the various ele- 
ments that stimulate mental activity; for 
example, power to perceive color, outline, 
form, number, location, space, rhythm, 
pitch; also, to imagine and retain the same. 
Then follows a record of morals and nabits, 
such as humane, truthful, polite, punctual, 
tidy, obedient, attentive, careful, persis- 
tent. The child’s skill in expression is 
classified under the heads: To make, model, 
paint, draw, read, describe, write, spell, 
sing, play. Lastly a record is made of 
those important elements of knowledge 
which a pupil must have to enable him to 
progress to higher studies. 

There are no written examinations for 
promotion at the end of the school year, 
but each child's chart shows where he is 
strong or weak, and on this basis the 
teacher judges of his power to do the work 
of the class next higher. 

The new movement is attracting wide. 
spread attention in this country and in 
Europe. The charts are now. used in the 
pedagogical departments of Harvard, Stan- 
ford, Michigan and other universities.
